There are two cardinal principles 
in municipal financing that must be 
observed—make your levy large en- 
ough to provide sufficient money to 
carry out all the city’s activities after 
allowing for discount, noncollection, 
etc, or in other words, balance the 
budget. The other is to carry on an 
energetic campaign for the collection 
of taxes. If these principles are car- 
ried out with economy, efficiency and 
business administration, the city will 
always be in a strong and sound fin- 
ancial position.

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Public 
Spirit 

It is a compliment of a high order 
that is paid to any citizen when he is 
spoken of as public spirited. It marks 
him out as a man who takes h larger 
interest than is supplied by the circle 
of his own personal affairs, 1 man 
who wishes to promote the greatest 
good of the greatest number who 
strives to be of the greatest service 
to his. fellow men. It is to be con- 
fessed concerning him that he is to 
be placed in quite another class than 
that of the man whose ambition is to 
serve himself and who separates him- 
self from the interests of others. 

The outlet for this public spirit is 
very broad and open in every com- 
munity and in every land. As the 
writer travelled through England and 
Scotland this summer there was no 
important centre which he visited in 
which some outstanding monument to 
men of this great spirit was not point- 
ed to with pride by the citizens of 
that city. It may have been a great 
cathedral, a school or a college, an 
orphanage or a hospital, but always 
it was associated with the name of 
some great public spirited citizen of 
the past. In Scotland this was es- 
pecially true, showing that while the 
Scot may be frugal and thrifty he 


‘knows how and when to give and what 


institutions are vital to the prosper- 
ity of humanity; he is public-spirited. 

We venture to refer to public 
spirit, and desire to glorify it as much 
as we can, because of the great need 
of this spirit today. We have lines 
of activity which we call public life 
and certain men are chosen for the 
public service. This is a great honor, 
but one that the chosen do not always 
quite measure up to in their. work. 
One great weakness of the present is 
that men get into public life who are 
far from being charged through and 
through with a public spirit, a sin- 


cere spirit of. service. 


Take public life in its small spheres 
of work, such as municipal council 
or school board or the management 
of some small public’ undertaking. 
It is possible for men who are mem- 
bers of these bodies to render great 
service if they are of the right spirit 
while on the other hand it is possible 
for them to quite block the wheels of 
efficient work or of progress if they 
are narrow and selfish, stooping to 
jobbery and graft and -prostituting 
the office they hold by exploiting its 
power to the advantage of a clique 
or set, or locality, or, worst of all, to 
their own glorification or enrichment, 
Public life requires a big spirit and 
a wide and generous outlook—it needs 
the public spirit. 

Political life has fallen upon evil 
days and the very word politician has 
come to be held somewhat in con- 
tempt simply because it is felt that 
a great gulf is fixed between a real 
public spirit and the ambitions and 
methods of a scheming politician. In 
short they stand poles apart and the 
country suffers. Over-in the United 
States, where a presidential election 
has lately been fought, the Democratic 
candidate took as one of his slogans 
“honest government”. There can be

no doubt that where those who gov- 
ern are men of public spirit.their ad- 
ministration will be honest because 
thoy will be out to serve the nation 
and not themselves, 

In recent years we have heard 
many protests against the old econ- 
omic reasoning that is. based upon the 
law of supply and demand. However 
much we may be disposed to question 
this reasoning in some spheres, in the 
matter of public spirit the remedy is 
in the hands of the people of a com- 
munity of a country so far as those 
whom they will choose for public life 
is concerned. There must be a de- 
mand for, public spirit. Now, only an 
electorate that appreciates the value 
of publi: spirit and has at least some 
measure of that spirit in itself can 
really make a demand for {t. Conse- 
quently we face the rather paradoxi- 
cal conclusion that the general public 
must both supply the public spirit 
necessary and also demand it of 
those who hold public office. We 
frankly believe people are getting to- 
day just what the majority’ demands 
and all that this majority deserves. 
If the public service. falls below the 
standard it is just because the elec- 
torate’s conception of that service is 
below the standard. If they want 
grafters, jobbers, servants of cliques 
or local interests, then we cannot ex- 
pect. other than these to be elevated 
to office. 

One thing is clear, no one man or 
small group of men can monopolize 
the public spirit of a community that 
seeks for healthy and progressive life. 
That spirit must animate and actu- 
ate mankind if we are to have any- 
thing like the momentum back of cor- 
porate life that we so sorely need. It 
requires the public spirit of the ma- 
jority to put the selfishness and mean- 
ness and greed of the one who has 
not that spirit in its true place of con- 
tempt. It supplies leaders with an 
aggregation of- fellow-workers and 
builders, instead of knockers and re- 
tarders, when they really attempt 
something that is worth while. In a 
community where public spirit, pre- 
vails almost anything is possible in 
the way of progress for that commun- 
ity will submerge all its smallness 
and all its differences in the. big in- 
terest which the people have at 
heart—St. John’s News. 


Promoting 
Refinery 

An industry of considerable com- 
mercial importance to central Alberta 
is being promoted by a number of 
prominent citizens of Edmonton,- Veg- 
reville, Vermilion, Lloydminster, Cam-: 
rose, Wainwright and other towns un- 
der the name of “The Great West 
Producers and‘: Refiners Limited.” 
They propose to establish a lubricat- 
ing refinery at Wainwright, utilizing 
the crude oil from the wells there. 
They hope to have the plant in opera- 
tion and turning out 200 barrels of 
super-grade motor, railway and ma- 
chinery oils daily by next May. The 
first unit of the plant will cost $75, 
000 and will have a capacity of hand- 
ling 400 barrels of crude oil daily. It 
is the aim of the company to add units 
from time to time from the profits of 
operation, until trainload quantities 
are attained. The company is to re- 
main a strictly Canadian corporation, 
with local capital insofar as it is pos- 
sible, with a view of keeping the con- 
trol of the enterprise completely in 
the hands of Canadians. 


The Cost 
Of Things 


In any calculation of the cost of 
things which extends over a period of 
years, no conclusion is fair :which 
does not take into consideration the 
change in prices. To say that a cer- 
tain service is costing 60 per cent 
more than it was ten years ago, or 
that a certain official is getting dou- 
ble what he was getting a dozen years 
ago, does not give us a fair compar- 
ison until we know the purchasing 
value of the dollar at one time and 
the other. The federal government 
recognizing the need of a scientific 
basis of comparison, prepares an in- 
dex basis, founded on the price of 
commodities in 1918. The index for 
the month of October was 150.5. The 
index for the year will probably be 
150. That means that $1.00 in 1913 
was worth in purchasing power what 
$1.50 is now, or that it takes $1.50 to 
purchase the same amount as we pur- 
chased for $1.00 in the year 1913.—Al- 
bertan,

Ottawa, Dec. 8—When the session 
opens in January the government will 
have increased its numerical strength 
in the house of commons by one as a, 
result of the six by-elections which 
have been held since the prorogation 
of the house in July.

J. F. Pouliot to the Liberal ranks in 
the by-election in Temiscouata last 
week fills the last vacancy in the 
house. Five of the by-elections have 
elected government candidates, name- 
ly, those in Rimouski, St. Antoine, 
Northumberland, West Hastings and 
Temiscouata, while Yale returned a 
member to the Conservative side, 
the Liberal gain having been in West 
Hastings. The parties now stand in 
the house as follows: 

Liberals, 117; Progressives, 62; 
Conservatives, 61; Labor, 2; Indepen- 
dent, 2. Total, 234 (exclusive of the 
speaker). 

The government has now, as oppos- 
ed to all opposition parties, a major- 
ity of one.

NOT DISCUSS THE 
POOL’S MEETING 


Winnipeg, Dec. 5.—The canny Scot 
it beaten to a frazzle by the uncrown- 
ed king of Alberta, H. W. Wood. 

There are many things he will no 
doubt tell to his wife, but what hap- 
pened at yesterday's meeting of the 
interprovincial selling agency of the 
wheat pool are not among them. 

This he made as clear as a crystal 
last night at the Royal Alexandra 
hotel, whe nin reply to a reporter, said 
“What transpired at today’s sessions 
is a state secret and I would not even 
discuss it with Mrs. Wood.” 

The chairman of the selling agency 
explained that the directors, inasmuch 
as the organization was a corporation 
had no intention, as a general rule, 
of giving out information which might 
in any way create opportunities for 
prejudicing the business interests of 
the pools. 

Mr. Wood was asked te following 
two questions: “Was the matter of a 
further interim payment forthwith, 
on behalf of this year’s crop, discuss- 
ed at the meetings?” and “has the 
selling agency desired to hold its high 
quality wheat for a further rise?” 


Toronto, Dec. 8—A large decrease 
was shown in the number of commer- 
cial failures in the Dominion during 
the past week, 37 having been report- 
ed to Dun’s as compared with 66 for 
the corresponding week of last year.

.|CANADIAN CATTLE 


ARE’ IN DEMAND 


Although there is a big demand in 
England at this time for Canadian 
cattle, the supply..is light, according 
to W. J. McGougan, president of the 
Winnipeg stocker and feeder show, 
who stated in a recent interview: 
“The Christmas market has created a 
demand, but the unfortunate part is 
that, as far as the west is concerned, 
the supply is light. A few shipments 
are made but, ‘on*the whole, shippers 
are not in a position to take advan- 
tage of the golden opportunity offer- 
ed,” ? 
Commenting on the announcement 
that H. P. Kennedy, well known ship- 
per of live stock to old country mar-. 
kets, was floating a million dollar 
feeding corporation, Mr. McGougan, 
said that, while the headquarters of 
the company would be in Toronto, all 
the feeding would be done in the open 
near Edmonton and that by next 
June 10,009 animals would have been 
dealt with. The cattle will be pur- 
chased from the farmers and fattened 
up at Edmonton by the company. He 
said he was struck by the personnel of 
the board, consisting of British, Can- 
adian, European and American _live- 
stock men. This would mean a mar- 
ket at all times for stock, as the di- 
rectorate would be in touch with the 
demand all over the world. 


NEW PROVINCIAL 
LIVESTOCK POOL 


J. Slattery, director of the new pro- 
vincial livestock pool, announces that 
the final work in connection with 
launching the pool is just about com- 
pleted and the contract together with 
prepared articles containing informa- 
tion of the plan and policy of the pool 
will be in the hands of the majority 
of the farmers within the next two 
weeks, 

There was considerable confusion 
in getting the contracts to the farm- 
ers during the wheat pool drive and 
the cattle board is trying a new plan. 
Forty-two thousand copies of the U. 
F.A. paper will be published and mail- 
ed out all over the province at once. 
Both the contract and_ information 
will be contained in the issue. The 
contract will be detachable and can 
be taken off, signed and mailed to 
head office or delivered to the U.F.A. 
secretary or member of the drive 
committee. 

As soon as this U.F.A. issue is in 
the hands, of the garpiera, the drive 
is expected to automatically com- 
mence and the secretaries. of all lo- 
cals will take action immediately as 
they did at the time of the wheat 
pool drive. : 

After the districts are fully can- 
vassed a meeting will be called to 
form a district association, elect of- 
ficers and select local managers for 
collecting, forwarding and handling 
of stock. 

On the third week of March, 1925, 
a convention of the representatives 
of the associations will be held. Pol- 
icy and plan of marketing will be laid 
before the delegates for their ratifi- 
cation and when approved the pool 
will forthwith proceed to do business. 

The director states that there ap- 
pears to be no doubt as to the desir- 
ability of the livestock pool. Most of 
the shipping associations in the pro- 
vince are keen for it after their ex- 
perience with district ‘operations and 
these in themselves will make a 
splendid nucleus to start a provincial 
pool. Besides this, the U.F.A. mem- 
bers as a whole have been clamoring 
for a cattle pool for some years and 
we have every reason to feel that 
they will welcome it now and co- 
operate to make it a success. 

Mr. Slattery says it is possible 
that Camrose may be developed as a 
collecting and grading point for cat- 
tle coming off the national lines to 
the south, the advantage being that 
it would save freight cost to Edmon- 
ton ag well as to relieve the stock of 
unnecesary long train hauls, particu- 
larly for cattle destined for eastern 
markets.—Canadian.
